THE ILLITERACY TEST 


Congress is once moge trying to pass a law which would exclude 
any immigrant who can not read some language. The idea is, of 
course; to keep out objectionable immigrants and to give only the 
glad hand to those who are desirable as citizens. The object is 
good, the plan bad. 

The question of the morality of a person, or his desirability as 
a citizen does not in the least depend upon his ability to read, or 
write, or cipher, The conditions of the country from which he 
come settles those questions, and it is not the fault of the individual 
that he does not know more than he does when he comes to America. 
It is not the lack of a desire to learn that has caused his ignorance, 
it is the lack of the opportunity. 4n the past, for instance, we have 
had a very large Irish immigration. There have been no more loyal 
sons of this country by adoption than those who came from the Emer- 
ald Isle, and during the great stress of the Civil War and later they 
were ever found loyal to the flag. Yet, owing to conditions which 
every student of English or Irish history understands, the early Irish 


have been excluded under the law now pending in the Senate. The 
same thing is true of the Jews who came from Russia and other places 
where their race like that of the Irish was persecuted. The Arme- 
nians were also sufferers from persecution and its resulting ignorance. 
The list might be prolonged, but in every case we shall find the’ same 
story. The objectionable immigrant is not the ignorant man, but on 
the contrary, the agitators and the anarchists, and the fire-eating 
men of all classes, are invariably the men who are not only able to 
read but read a great deal. 

The fact is that the ignorant man is far less likely to be a dan- 
gérous citizen than the man who has a greater education, but has ‘it 
along. wrong lines. The agitators in Europe who waved the red flag 
and tried to destroy Paris by fire and bloodshed, the men who-assassi- 
nated promiscuously any one in power regardless of whom they were 
and where they came from, were not among those who could not read. 

It is a notable fact that the ignorant immigrant is always the 
most solicitous to-have his children educated. He will make any sac- 
rifice to send them to school, and he values education far more highly 
than the man who has acquired it without realizing what he was 
getting in. childhood. In this country today the men who are the 
most dangerous to the community, the men who are erying down 
patriotism, who are filling the air with pernicious doctrines, who are 
extolling crime and eulogizing criminals, who are finding every ex- 
euse for the wrongdoer and none for thé decent, respectable working 
man who labors and is honest and supports his family by his legiti- 
mate labor, are all university graduates, writers for magazines and 
authors of books. They are of the educated educated. Yet God help 
the country if they were to’get into control, if they were to be al- 
lowed to give their doctrines the force of a trial and the support of 
government. Decency would fly the land and honest 
discredited virtue. 

If we want to drawa line upon immigration, and we do beyond a 
doubt we should draw it at the moral character of the immigrant, at 
his mental capacity, and at his race—if that race be of a character 
which will not allow him to assimilate with the people now here, and 
will create another race problem for this country to struggle with 

“and retard its growth: It is to be hoped that Presidént Wilson will 
imitate his predecessor and veto the pending byl if it reaches him in 
its present form.

action upon the banking and cur- 
rency question have often been stated 


and from many different points of 
For a great while there has 
been a strong public demand for rem- 
edial legislation on banking and cur- 
rency. There has been a vigorous 
movement directed to the amendment 
of the national banking ‘act. This 
took form in various voluntary or- 
ganizations and in action by bankers’ 
associations, as well as by organiza- 
tions of business and commercial in- 
terests. It was practically univer- 
sally admitted that one of the basic 
commercial evils of the day was the 
lack of a suitable banking system. 
Of late it has taken form in real agi- 
tation, following the panic of 1907, 
and promises of action have been 
made in nearly every political plat- 
form, by whatever party adopted, 
within recent years. The call was 
loud and came from many sources of 
widely divergent character. The 
sixty-third Congress passed an act 
to provide for the establishment of 
federal reserve banks to furnish an 


‘elastic currency, to afford means of 
Jrediscounting commercial paper, to 


establish a more effective supervision 
of banking in the United States, and 
for other purposes. The progress of 
that bill has been watched with in- 
terest. The measure is not perfect, 
but it is a long step in advance, and 
its. defects can be remedied by future 
fexisidtion. —~

Optimism is the keynote of the 
situation at present—whatever may 
be the criticism of the new tariff and 
currency laws—and there is no ques- 
tion or doubt that all uncertainty in 
regard to them has finally been elim- 
inated by their passage, and has done 
much to give a more cheerful tone 
to the outlook, both from a commer- 
cial and an industrial point of view. 
The business interests of the country 
now have some basis upon which to 
work and upon which to adjust their 
affairs, and can proceed with some 
degree of assurance that there will 
be no further disturbance along those 
lines for some time to come.
